Hr-  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gantlomon, 

I beg  to  present  my  part  of  this  Joint  Annual  report  for  the 
year  1968. 

There  are  15  parishes  in  the  New  Radnor  Rural  District.  The  most 
urbanised  parish  is  New  Radnor  itself,  the  township  having  a population 
of  over  230.  In  addition  there  is  a school  (a  new  and  larger  school 
is  proposed) , two  hotels  (both  showing  increasing  trade  and  considering 
extensions) , a bakery  and  at  least  two  new  shops  opening  up.  This 
township  could  increase  in  size  as  a residential  area  but  this  prospect 
is  stifled  due  to  the  lack  of  an  adequate  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
system. 

Having  in  recent  months  listened  to  various  discussions  as  to 
what  form  celebrations  for  this  Prince  of  Wales  Investiture  Year  should 
take  and  hearing  the  possible  cost  of  expenditure  involved,  the  thought 
keeps  recurring  that  the  final  approval  to  this  proposed  sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  New  Radnor  by  the  Welsh  Office  would  be  a fitting  occasion, 
and  show  a worth  while  expenditure  during  the  ensuing  years,  which  I 
am  sure  would  be  received  without  criticism.

^ATER  SUPPLIES 

Quality  - Whilst  the  chlorinated  schemes  installed  in  New  Radnor  and 
District,  and  Llandegley  have  been  satisfactory,  the  Franksbridge 
supply  has  still  given  cause  for  concern,  especially  during  times  of 
heavy  rainfall,  when  source  of  supply  has  been  adversely  affected. 

The  piped  supply  at  Evenjobb  yields  very  hard  water,  and  has 
resulted  in  furring  up  of  hot  water  systems.  This  was  particularly 
evident  at  one  Council  house  where  hot  water  boiler  cracked  (apparently 
due  to  lime  deposits  forming  on  bottom  of  boiler) . The  flow  and 
return  pipe  were  also  nearly  choked  up,  and  this  could  have  led  to 
far  more  serious  consequences. 

The  public  well,  at  Newchurch  is  totally  unsatisfactory,  as  it 
is  subject  to  periodic  flooding  during  heavy  rainfall,  the  existing 
spring  well  being  virtually  at  river  level.

Quantity  - Whilst  the  comprehensive  schemes  installed  have  provided  an 
adequate  supply  of  y/ater  (except  during  infrequent  breakdowns)  other 
parts  of  the  district  have  suffered  from  an  inadequate  supply,  viz?- 
Kinnerton  and  The  Bank,  Newchurch  and  Glascwm,  Weythel  and  Trewern  areas. 


- 2 - 
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DRAINAGE  & SWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Dew  Radnor  - Frequent  nuisances  do  occur  in  the  ditches  around 
Dew  Radnor  and  the  ground  itself  is  becoming  "Sewage  sick" 
through  the  adverse  effects  of  over  60  septic  tanks  discharging 
effluent  into  the  ground  <» 

Nuisances  that  do  occur  cause  great  annoyance  to  householders 
themselves  and  to  their  neighbours . Indeed  it  is  not  unusual  to 
see  overflows  from  tanks  discharging  on  to  the  public  highways 
owing  to  delays  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a contractor  to 
empty  these  tanks.  Such  conditions  are  surely  bound  to  affect  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  township. 

The  Council  already  own  the  land  for  the  proposed  new  sewage 
treatment  works  and  are  in  the  process  of  purchasing  the  access 
ground.  At  the  present  time  they  only  have  a right  of  way  over 
this  ground. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  with  the  advent  of  the  sewage  treatment 
works,  there  would  be  more  development  in  Dew  Radnor  and  existing 
properties  now  not  able  to  modernise  could  be  improved. 

Llandegley  - The  small  sewage  treatment  unit  operated  satisfactorily 
during  the  year,  and  samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 

Even.jobb  - After  consultations  with  the  Wye  River  Authority,  the 
discharge  pipe  from  this  small  disposal  unit  into  nearby  stream 
was  disconnected,  and  a new  soakaway  installed  on  spare  ground  to 
deal  with  this  effluent. 


Gladestry  - Difficulties  were  experienced  with  saokaway  dealing 
with  effluent  in  this  areay and  this  would  be  further  agravated 
with  the  installation  of  hot  water  supplies  in  four  of  the  6 Council 
houses  being  drained.  The  Council  agreed  to  take  2 of  these  Council 
houses  off  this  drainage  system  and  drain  them  separately  into  a 
new  settlement  tank/soakaway . 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continues  to  be  carried  out  by 
contract  and  disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  three 
separate  refuse  tips. 

A twice  monthly  collection  was  made  during  the  months  of  May  to 
September  inclusive,  the  remainder  of  the  year  being  only  a monthly 
collection.  This  was  an  improvement  on  last  year' s collection,  but  not 
good  enough.  Once  again  a recommendation  will  be  made  to  the  Council 
to  make  a twice  monthly  collection  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year,  as 
the  existing  frequency  of  collection  is  lagging  noticeably  behind  that 
of  neighbouring  authorities. 

More  soil  has  been  obtained  for  cover  of  refuse  tips,  and  no 
complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  same.  Three  workmen  are  employed 
part-time  to  look  after  the  three  refuse  tips. 


HOUSING 

Further  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  dwellings  in  the  area. 

Unfit  dwellings  - Three  dwellings  were  scheduled  as  being  unfit  for 

human  habitation  and  undertakings  were  received  in 
respect  of  same.

Private  Building  - The  erection  of  4 new  houses  was  completod 

during  the  year.  There  were  2 houses  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Council  houses  - Detailed  plans  and  quantities  are  being  drawn  up 
for  submission  to  the  Welsh  Office,  along  with 
tenders,  for  the  four- three  bedroom  houses  to  be 
erected  at  Old  Radnor.  This  scheme  includes  for 
a new  sewage  treatment  plant  capable  of  treating 
sewage  for  up  to  15  dwellings.
